Without the complete cooperation and understanding of the 
police department, a clinic for Lompoc would be impossible. They have 
taken the time to study our problem and without hesitation agreed that help 
for those who want it, is without doubt, very important. 
The chief has 
agreed that those seeking help would not be harassed, but would be 
respected in all sense of the word. 
Gordie and I know that it is difficult for all addicts to make the decision 
and truly the decision is for the addict himself to make. It he so desires 
there will be absolutely no questions asked, also medical assistance tor 
withdrawal and if desired, sessions where we can get together and find 
goals that are so desperately needed to keep clean 
We talk of changing the world, ending the war and pollution. Do we have 
the right? So many of us getting loaded and feeling sorry for ourselves. 
How would a society of dying kids end a war? How would we end pollution 
when we pollute our bodies with drugs? 
Are we really hep? 
Are we the 
answer to world problems? 
Remember when we use to have fun , laugh and trust our triends .' Now 
we burn each other, argue over a fix or who has the best dope! 
Where will it end? I’m afraid for my kids, are you? 
Gordie and I beg all the people who have truly been enlightened by these 
articles to help. Parents: Understand your kids, help them. 
It will take 
time for them to physically and mentally adjust. They will have to take 
medicine * in order to re-establish themselves. 
Without the deep 
understanding of our parents, Gordie and I would never have made it. A 
little understanding is better than a fix. jail or a grave. The addict lives 
each day in fear of all three! 
Everyone who uses any type of drug is merely living on borrowed time. 
Gordie and I suffered extreme liver and heart damage after only two years 
of use. Some of our friends are even dead before they were old enough to 
vote. The whole purpose of the articles is to help our friends and enlighten 
society of their problems. 
The clinic will be a start and the rest is up to us. Help clean up Lompoc, 
have friends that are truly friends and be able to see your kids grow up. 
Those who wish to remain in the drug world, I can truly say I teef for you. 
but the choice is yours! 1 know in my heart the time will come for you too. I 
only hope it won t take a tragedy. 
Come on people, let’s get our mind R E A L L Y straight and give our 
parents, other communities and the world a real look at what our 
generation can accomplish.

Foreign Minister Abba Eban is due 
to leave shortly for London so all top 
government officials will not be 
available until Sunday. 
In Moscow, the Communist party 


newspaper Pravda said the United

It said the 
United States guaranteed long-term 
arms shipments to Israel “ in order 
to make the balance of forces in the 
Middle East tip in favor of Israel.' 
In London, the Sunday Times said 
Israel(has started transporting Arab 
oil to*Communist Eastern Europe 
via 
a new 
Israel pipeline that 
bypasses the Suez Canal. An Israeli 
government spokesman refused to 
comment on the report, which said 
the multimillion dollar operation 
“ has the blessing of Russia and the 
connivance of Arab governments.

The five judges in the Burgos 
court-martial trying the 16 indicated

The University in Madrid was 
paralyzed and institutions of higher 
education in other Spanish cities 
were crippled because of student 
and faculty strikes in support of the 
Basque defendants. 
About 300 artists, writers, film

With Conally at his side, Nixon 
told White House newsmen: “ We 
have a Republican President and a

problems. 
We need to approach 
them in a bipartisan manner. 


Connally, who served three two- 
year terms as a Texas governor 
through 
1968. 
said 
he 
was 
“ profoundly proud, 
grateful and 
humble with this appointment.'' 
Nixon said he would withhold 
submitting of Conally's nomination 
to the Senate until after the new 
Congress 
convenes 
in 
January 
Kennedy, he said, would continue in 
the Cabinet post probably until Feb. 
1 
when 
Nixon's

presentation is completed. 
The proposed nomination drew 
quick 
praise 
from 
Democratic 
leaders in Congress. Speaker John 
W. McCormack described Connally 
as a "fine man, outstanding, and a 
great American.’'

Frank Chappie, the negotiator, 
said the overtime ban and work-to- 
rule 
were 
withdrawn, 
not 
just 
suspended. 
Chappie 
said 
differences 
of 
opinion over a court of inquiry into 
the workers' demand for pay raises 
had yet to be resolved. He said union 
leaders would meet this afternoon 
with Robert Carrrthe employment 
secretary, to try to settle that issue. 
“ We have taken the opportunity 
for 
everyone 
to 
have 
second 
thoughts on the situation," Chappie 
said. “ We are making an act of good 
faith with this nation." 
Chappie said some of the 125,000 
power workers were expected to be 
working normally again tonight. For 
a week the workers “ went by the 
rulebook” 
and 
relused to work 
overtime, creating a shortage in 
Britain's over-all electricity supply. 
Wide areas of the country were 
periodically blacked out for up to 
three or tour hours at a stretch to 
conserve 
power 
at 
peak 
usage 
periods. 
Chappie said he thought supplies 
could easily be restored to normal 
by “ certainly no later than the 
weekend" and perhaps as early as 
Wednesday. 
The end of the crisis came after a 
21 per cent power cut in London 
disrupted thousands of breakfasts 
this morning. 
By noon, however, there were no 
cuts in 
force anywhere 
in the 
country. The end of the slowdown 
was announced 80 minutes later. 
“ We do not intend to go on arguing 
another 24 hours for doctrinaire 
reasons,"

SST funding 
battle nears 
WASHINGTON (U PI > - A scaled- 
down money measure to keep the 
supersonic transport (SST) project 
going 
seems 
headed

approval, but Senate foes of the 
1,800-mile per hour airliner still 
were determined to stall it with a 
filibuster. 
House and Senate conlerees last 
week recommended spending $210 
million 
for 
the 
continued 
development 
of SST 
prototypes, 
instead of the $’290 million the Nixon 
administration wanted It was likely

to the Senate. 
The SST funds are part of $‘2.5 
billion 
transportation-money 
bill 
which 
includes 
funds 
to 
build 
highways in every state, airports in 
many communities and mass transit 
systems in several cities. It also has 
funds to run the Transportation 
Department, including its payroll. 
The chief Senate opponent of the 
plane. Sen. William Proxmire, D - 
Wis., conceded Sunday the Senate 
probably 
would pass the whole 
appropriations measure, with the 
SST funds.

The unique 
quality of the Oakland M useum's 
early American collection is due

The Smithsonian participation in 
this jopit exhibit represents the first 
attem pt by that institution to bring 
its resources to an area of the

Objects 
from

Smithsonian include pieces of rare 
17th century furniture, artifacts of 
Spanish and Mexican heritage, early 
19th century folk art. and Victorian 
objects popular at the tim e of the 
Gold Rush. 
From the Oakland collections are 
exam ples of 18th and 19th century 
furniture, unique dom estic utensils 
of iron, pewter 
and wood, and

Greg Landry, a young rollout quarterback, has guided the 
Lions to three wins in their last three starts against top 
teams —San Francisco <28-7 i. Oakland 128-141 and St. Louis 
»18-31. 


Detroit is shooting for a playoff spot as the best second 
place team in the National Football Conference. I his is the 
only way the Lions <8-41 can stay in contention tor the Super 
Bowl since Minnesota has clinched its divisional title 
«Central > and a win over the Rams is a must. 


The Rams <8-3-11 need the victory to regain their tie for 
first in the Western Division with the Forty Niners <9-3-1 >. 
Getting by Detroit and their final foe. the New York Giants, 
would give the Rams a playoff berth. A tie would be broken 
in favor of the Rams since they have a better record within 


the division than San Francisco. 
The Rams have been quoted in the betting m arts as three- 
point favorites. That can't be because they’re playing on 
their home grounds. Their record is better on the road than 
it is in the Coliseum. 
After a mid-season slump, however, the Rams seem to be 
rounding into the form that made them preseason favorites 
to win it all. 
Roman Gabriel was at his best last Sunday when he threw 
two touchdown passes and engineered a couple more. This 
was against New Orleans, not the cream of the crop, but 
anyway the big Ram quarterback was on target with his 
passes, short and long. That's more than can be said of him 
in earlier games. 


Ram coach George Allen has lost only once to Detroit in 
five years but that was a shutout— 28-0—last season. He has 
prepared the Rams to cope with Landry as a runner, not 
only as a passer. 
With Landry and Mel F arr and Altie Taylor in there, the 
Lions have three exceptional runners. 


This is a homecoming for Farr, the 8-foot-2, 285-pound 
slasher, since he won collegiate fame with UCLA on the 
Coliseum turf. 
The Rams have some big if not flashy runners themselves 
in Larry Smith. Willie Ellison and Les Josephson to balance 
the passing game. They occasionally take a pass to the flat 
from Gabriel but his favorite target seems to be wide 
receiver Jack Snow, the former Notre Darner who is having 
his best season. The elusive Snow, gifted with blinding 
speed, has caught seven touchdown passes, most of them 
bomb-types. The longest was good for 71 yards. 
Although known more for defense—with David Jones and 
Merlin Olsen in the front line— the Rams have scored 30 or 
more points six times this season. 
New Orleans quarterback Bill Kilmer, after losing to the 
Rams. said. "The Detroit offense is better but the Ram 
defense can make you do things you don't want to do." 
That would appear to give the Rams a slight edge. 
More will be known after the 8 p.m. PST kickoft tor the 
game—televised nationally but blacked out at home.

LAKE HAVASU CITY, Ariz. (NEA) 
The Mohave Desert might seem a strange place to re­ 
plant London Bridge. But some strange things happen 
in this part of the West. 
The night before the recent World Outboard Motorboat 
Championship, for instance, C. V. Wood Jr., was walking 
around a crowded nightclub, topless. 
Now, C. V. Wood Jr., topless, is not to be compared 
with Fran Jeffries, topless, or even a 1956 Mercury, top­ 
less. He is a* chunky, balding, middle-aged fellow with a 
spare tire that is reaching four-ply proportions. But Mr. 
Wood also happens to be president of the McCulloch Oil 
Corp., which—if you operate a night club in Lake Havasu 
City—entitles him to walk around dressed in two wren 
feathers, if that’s his whim. 
Across the Colorado River from California—miles from 
nowhere and even farther from Phoenix and Las Vegas— 
Lake Havasu City was founded in 1964 as “McCulloch’s 
First Planned City for the Future.” There is no doubt 
about who runs the town. 
"McCulloch!" sputtered a frustrated highway patrol­ 
man. ‘‘Every time you start to give someone a speeding 
ticket out here, they throw that name at you—like it was 
going to change my mind about giving them a ticket.” 
As for Mr. Wood being topless, well, ‘‘they had a pie- 
throwing fight at Mr. Wood’s table and he got pie all over 
his shirt,” a nightclub employe explained. ‘‘Sure made 
a mess . . . coconut cream all over the place. Mr. Wood 
took his shirt off. That man, he’ll do anything for a 
laugh.”

By now, most of the country is vaguely aware that 
London Bridge is being built in Arizona. For most people, 
it’s just an off-hand item to toss into lulling conversations 
But for C. V. Wood Jr., and McCulloch Oil Corp., it is a 
serious matter. 
Wood was the original designer of Disneyland. He 
watched while Anaheim, Calif., bloomed from a snoozy 
Los Angeles suburb of 23,000 into a prosperous commu­ 
nity of 100,000. He watched, especially, the flow of tour­ 
ists who injected more than $500 million into Anaheim’s 
economy during a 10-year period. 
"If a tourist attraction can do that for Anaheim, 
Calif.,” he said, “it can do it for Lake Havasu City, Ariz.” 
London Bridge was purchased from the City of London 
for $2.4 million three years ago after the British an­ 
nounced they were going to tear down the 137-year-old 
span and throw it away. “It could no longer accommodate 
London’s mounting traffic,” said Wood, “and, anyway, 
it had been sinking into the Thames riverbed at a rate 
of one inch every eight years under the immense weight 
of 130.000 tons.” 
So Wood and board chairman Robert P. McCulloch Sr. 
got together in a New York hotel room and decided to buy 
London Bridge. 
For three years, McCulloch has been bringing the 
bridge to Arizona—by ship to Long Beach, Calif., by 
truck to Lake Havasu. Ten thousand stones, weighing 10 
thousand tons, lay in neatly numbered piles, waiting to 
be reassembled. 
Now, at a cost of about $6 million, the bridge is nearing 
completion. Scheduled for dedication in October, about 
all it needs is some water to cross. 
Lake Havasu is, of course, a McCulloch-made lake. The 
bridge is merely the main attraction in master planner 
Wood’s scheme for a $50-million international resort 
complex with English-type hotels, English-type shops and 
English-type restaurants. 
“It is much cheaper to build a bridge over dry land 
than it is over water,” a McCulloch spokesman said. “We 
estimate it saved us a million dollars to wait until the 
bridge is completed before diverting water under it.” 
Now 10,000 miles from its original site, the London 
Bridge (the song, incidentally, was written about a prede­ 
cessor which lasted 600 years) will conform exactly to 
its previous 1.005-foot length. 
“ It will be reconstructed with dignity and respect ” 
said chairman McCulloch. 
The bridge has, of course, created considerable excite­ 
ment among the 6,000 retired persons, asthma-sufferers 
and rat-race escapees now living in Lake Havasu City. 
“ It sounds like a keen idea,” said an elderly man, “but 
it seems to me London Bridge will look a little out 
of place here in an Arizona desert. Maybe the McCulloch 
people should buy England and ship it over here, too.”
